He is demanding $5 billion in the suit filed last month in 
Brooklyn’s state court. The case is set for hearing in August. 


“Tt’s time for the black race to 
make a stand, or our children, grand- 
children, great grandchildren etc. 
will still be on the corners selling 
crack, while all the businesses and 
properties will be owned by white 
settlers. And our children will still be 
in the penitentiaries around the coun- 
try,’ said Campbell in a statement on 
his MySpace page explaining the 
lawsuit. 

Campbell, 25, is a member of the 
group Da Black Defense League, 
which in February called for the boy- 
cott of the New Jersey Nets, which 
have been sponsored by Barclays. 

Campbell, citing research, 1s 
accusing Barclays of being built “on

the profits” of the slave trade. 

In the suit he says the bank was 
complicit in genocide, “with the 
intent to destroy, in whole or in part, 
my national or ethnic group.” 

The bank has denied Campbell’s 
allegations” 

“We have been unable to sub- 
Stantiate these charges,” said a 
spokesman. “That said, Barclay’s has 
been in business for over 310 years 
and, while it is possible that some 
organizations acquired by Barclays 
may have had some linkage to the 
slave trade, our founders, by virtue 
of their very strong Quaker connec- 
tions, were members of the aboli- 
tionist movement.”

from prison claiming that he’s innocent of 
all charges and contending that he will tell 
his side of the story once free from prison. 

“I am being setup by people who 
don’t like me and want to see my career 
flop,” he claimed. 

“T am not here for any child pornog- 
raphy. The Immigration Department is 
reviewing by status, but I am here legally. 
I was married to an American citizen,” 
Girlie said. 

The actor, is set to appear in court 
next Monday to answer charges of sexual 
abuse. 

Lacell Parnell, who played ~Girlie’ in 
the popular series, “Girlie Get Visa, has 
been in Rickers Islands Otis Bantum 
Correctional Center since his arrest on 
May 29th. 

His bond of $7,500 has not yet been 
posted. The alleged sexual assault case is 
not the first time Parnell has faced similar 
legal woes. In 2004, he was arrested and 
charged with multiple counts of sexual 
misconduct against boys aged between 13 
and 17. 

He pled guilty then to those charges

and served 15 days in jail before being 
released on three years probation. He will 
answer to violation of probation on July 
28th. 


NYPD Failed to Secure 
Thousands of Guns, Audit Finds 


NEW YORK — _ The New York Police 
Department property division has failed to 
properly secure and track thousands of 
guns because of sloppy storage and anti- 
quated record-keeping, a city audit has 
found. 

City Comptroller William Thompson, 
who announced the audit results suggest- 
ed the property division was in so much 
disarray that public safety was at risk. 

"It's disgraceful that the NYPD has 
not taken the necessary steps to protect 
New Yorkers from the very firearms that it 
confiscates in order to protect our city," 
Thompson said in a statement. 


Because of sloppy paperwork and 
other problems, the department initially 
failed to produce 94 of 324 guns asked for 
in the audit. The weapons eventually 
turned up, but only after repeated inquiries 
and several weeks, the report said. 

The audit recommended the NYPD 
develop an electronic database to help 
keep track of all property, including guns, 
cash and narcotics. 

The department told Thompson's 
office that it believes its current property 
practices are sound, and that it is already 
in the process of computerizing records. 





Nation's Biggest Immigration Law 
Firm Under Federal Scrutiny for 
Hiring Advice 


The nation's largest immigration law firm 
is under federal scrutiny over whether it 
helped major U.S. corporations disqualify 
American job applicants and give thou- 
sands of high-paying positions to immi- 
grants. 

The unprecedented Labor 
Department inquiry centers on Fragomen, 
Del Rey, Bernsen & Loewy — a New 
York firm at the forefront of a political 
effort to ease hiring of skilled foreign 
workers. 

The Labor Department is auditing all 
pending applications for legal immigrant 
workers the firm has filed on behalf of its 
corporate clients. 

Fragomen's prestigious client roster 
includes General Electric Co., IBM Corp., 


Cisco Systems Inc., Intel Corp. and Bank 
of America Corp., according to company 
publications and trade journals. The firm 
also represents The Associated Press on 
immigration issues. 

The inquiry focuses on the applica- 
tions filed by the firm, but there was no 
indication that the inquiry involves any of 
Fragomen's clients. 

The Labor Department said that 
Fragomen may have improperly advised 
clients to contact a Fragomen attorney 
before hiring "apparently qualified" U.S. 
workers. The agency said lawyers can 
advise employers on how to follow the 
law in hiring immigrants but can't dis- 
suade them from deciding a U.S. worker 
is qualified.

Citywide Ban 
On Trans Fats 
Takes Effect 


The citywide ban on trans fats is now in 
effect in restaurants across the five bor- 
oughs. 

Last year the Department of health 
banned trans fats in spreads and cooking 
oils. The ban also includes baked goods. 

There will be a three-month grace 
period for restaurants to comply. After 
that, the city could levy heavy fines. 

Health officials say they believe this 
phase will go as smoothly as the first. 

"We think that this can keep New 
Yorkers healthier. Trans Fat was like lead 
in paint. It was very unhealthy. It was 
completely replaceable. And I don't think 
anyone is missing it," said Assistant 
Health Commissioner Lynn _ Silver. 
"They certainly haven't missed it in the 
first phase and I don't think anyone is 
going to miss it as the second phase goes 
into effect." 

The Department of Health says 
more than 98 percent of inspected restau- 
rants were already in compliance with 
the first phase of the ban. 

There is a helpline set up for any 
restaurant owner looking for tips on how 
to make their recipes trans-fat free.

Feds Slap Jamaican Council 
Staffer With New Charges 


A Caribbean-born New York City 
Councilman is insisting he is not the tar- 
get of a federal investigation even as his 
former chief-of-staff was slapped with 
more charges this week. 

Vincentian-born City Councilman, 
Kendall Stewart, has so far testified 
before a grand jury in the case of his for- 
mer top staffer, Jamaican national, 
Asquith Reid. But Stewart says he is not 
under investigation. 

However, his staffer is and was this 
week slapped with more charges as the 
Feds insisted Reid’s alleged embezzle- 
ment of money from a charity financed 
by his boss’s discretionary awards of 
city money was more widespread than 
an earlier indictment. 

Reid has been indicted along with 


Joycinth Anderson, aka Sue. Federal 
prosecutors insisted that the two not 
only embezzled $145,000 from a non- 
profit program that was supposed to 
tutor public school children but that 
Reid, 64, withdrew $22,000 of the 
$49,500 in city money that had been 
awarded to the Community Opportunity 
and Resource Development and a third 
group called Central Brooklyn 
Community Services. 

Reid also faces two counts of wit- 
ness tampering. 

The United States attorney for the 
Southern District of New York, and the 
city’s Department of Investigation also 
say they are examining a number of the 
grant recipients.

New Select Bus Service Drives Through Bronx 


City transit officials began operating a new 
frequently-service bus in the Bronx Sunday 
as they test rapid transit in the borough. 

Buses on the Bxl2 "Select Bus 
Service" route now have dedicated travel 
lanes, painted red. 

The service features street-side fare 
machines where riders buy their tickets 
before boarding, and onboard sensors that 
let traffic lights stay green for a longer 
time. 
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The bus runs from the Bay Plaza 
Shopping Center in Co-Op City and goes to 
Inwood in Manhattan. One of the buses 
will also extend its service to Orchard 
Beach. Buses will make the same stops as 
the Bx12 Limited, but will run more fre- 
quently. Fares are the same as regular 
buses. "This service has the potential to 
truly transform surface transportation in 
New York, mobility in New York," said 
MTA Executive Director & CEO Elliot 


"Lee" Sander. "It's truly an innovation that 
will make a difference." 

"New York City has the largest bus 
fleet in the nation and we have the slowest 
bus speed," said Transportation 
Commissioner Janette Sadik-Khan. "And 
So, Some might say that bus rapid transit is 
a contradiction in terms, like ‘jumbo 
shrimp.’ And today we're hear to say, that 
contradiction is now over."

Guyana 
Magistrate Shoots 
Police Officer 


GEORGETOWN, Guyana: Police in 
Guyana have reported that Magistrate 
Gordon Gilhuys recently shot and serious- 
ly injured Police Corporal Mark George, 
who is now said to be in the Intensive 
Care Unit of the Georgetown Hospital on 
life support. 

According to the police, at about 
11:15 on Friday night, a police mobile 
patrol unit observed a heavily tinted vehi- 
cle parked in Georgetown. The patrol 
reportedly stopped and approached the 
vehicle to conduct checks. 

As the officers directed the then 
unknown driver to turn on the lights and 
wind down the windows, a _ verbal 
exchange ensued. The police claim that 
the driver subsequently discharged sever- 
al rounds at the officers, hitting Corporal 
George in his abdomen. 

According to a police statement, the 
officers returned fire, striking the vehicle, 
but the driver escaped. The driver, who 
later showed up at the main Brickdam 
Police station to report the incident, 
turned out to be Magistrate Gilhuys, a for- 
mer high ranking police officer. 

Gilhuys has alleged that the police 
fired at him first, forcing him to return 
fire. He reportedly refused to give a writ- 
ten statement and to hand over his firearm 
when instructed to do by a senior police 
officer. The police have also claimed that 
the Magistrate's firearms licence had not 
been "renewed in 2006." 

He has been released on station bail 
as the investigation continues. 

Hospital officials say that several of 
George's vital organs have been damaged 
and that he has undergone at least one sur- 


gery.

Are you one of them? 


If you are, you realize that the stench 
of fear permeates your being, as you 
approach the unfamiliar territory of fore- 
closure. You don't have to be a bum or a 
deadbeat to get into this position. 

It can be as simple as missing a few 
days of work or having a mortgage pay- 
ment or two wind up in the Dead Letter 
File at the post office. Either way, your 
payment's late and you're in deep doo-doo 
with your lender. Now your lender's 
threatening you with the Big “F” — fore- 
closure. 

The last thing you want or need is to 
face the stigma of foreclosure, so you're 
seeking any port ina storm. The best way 
to get out of this mess — if you can come 
up with the cash — is reinstatement. 

The concept is simple: Pay your 
lender what you owe. In return, your 
lender will call off the hounds and allow 
you to continue with your mortgage con- 
tract as if nothing has happened. 
























This could be a practical and doable 
option if your problem is a short term 
financial hiccup. 

In practice, however, it could be a 
pretty tall order because you'll be 
required to catch up your payments — 
with late fees — in one single lump sum 
payment. Most lenders stipulate in your 
contract that partial payments won't be 
accepted.

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If you're able to convince your lender 
to accept a lesser amount, it will likely 
take an act of Congress and your first 
born child. In addition, this sort of an 
arrangement will take some time to nego- 
tiate — time you probably don't have. 

When you're in this precarious finan- 
cial position, you're at your lender's 
mercy. It's just you and your lender. 
Instead of being intimidated or bullied 
into making a rash decision that could 
have a dramatic impact on your financial 
future, you should enlist the help of a 
trained professional, someone who will 
be in your corner, looking out for your 
best interests — not the bank's. 

I'm talking about a real estate profes- 
sional.

What do I need to do to apply 
for naturalization? 


To apply for naturalization, you must: be 
over 18 years old; have had permanent 
resident status (“green card’’) for at least 
five years (three years if you got perma- 
nent residence through marriage to a US 
citizen, and you are still married to and 
living with that US citizen; military serv- 
ice may also shorten your wait); have 
been physically present in the United 
States for at least 2 4% years of the five 
years immediately before you file your 
application for naturalization. 

You must also have lived in the state 
where you file the application for at least 
three months before you file the applica- 
tion; be functionally fluent in spoken and 
written English, and be able to pass a test 
showing you understand the basics of US 
history and the US system of govern- 


ment. (There are limited exceptions to 
this for some people, because of disabili- 
ty, or age and length of residency); have 
“good moral character;” be willing to 
take an oath of allegiance to the United 
States. 

The oath includes being willing to 
bear arms on behalf of the US if the law 
were to require it. 

Some people can get their citizen- 
ship without meeting all of the above 
requirements, such as certain children, or 
persons who served with the US military 
in active duty status during certain peri- 
ods of war. 

Also, some noncitizen children may 
become US citizens automatically if one 
or both of their parents naturalize before 
the children turn 18 years old. 


Lawful Permanent Residence 
“Green Card” What is a green card? 


“Green card” is a term often used to refer 
to lawful permanent residence in the 
United States. Lawful permanent resi- 
dents have the right to live and work 
indefinitely in the United States, as well 
as to petition for certain family members 
to get green cards. 

Lawful permanent residence is also 
the first step towards becoming a citizen 
of the US (“naturalizing”’). 

There are a number of different ways 
to become a lawful permanent resident of 
the US, including through a family mem- 
ber, through an employer, by being grant- 


ed asylum or refugee status, or through 
the diversity visa lottery. 


How do I get a green card? 


There are five major ways to get lawful 
permanent residence in the U.S: 


1) through a family member; 

2) through an employer; 

3) through the diversity visa lottery; 
4) by being granted asylum; 

5) by entering the US as a refugee. 


What is ‘“‘adjustment of status’’? 


Adjustment of status is the process by 
which a person inside the United States 
becomes a lawful permanent resident. 


The person’s immigration status is 
“adjusted” to that of a lawful permanent 
resident. 


Which countries are included in the lottery? 


Currently includes all countries except 
Canada, China (not including Hong 
Kong), Colombia, the Dominican 
Republic, El Salvador, Haiti, India, 
Jamaica, Mexico, Pakistan, the 


Philippines, South Korea, Taiwan, the 
United Kingdom (except Northern 
Ireland) (and its dependent territories), 
and Vietnam.

defamation suit tossed 


A judge dismissed a defamation lawsuit 
filed by a former New York Post gossip 
writer against the Daily News, supermar- 
ket mogul Ron Burkle, and Bill and Hillary 
Rodham Clinton. 

State Supreme Court Justice Walter 
Tolub trashed Jared Paul Stern's lawsuit in 
his decision issued Monday, saying it read 
more like a "Mickey Spillane novel" than a 
carefully argued statement of law. 

He also charactered the suit as a "political 
diatribe" against the Clintons by Stern's 
conservative lawyer. 

The lawsuit was filed after Burkle 
claimed Stern had demanded money in a 
videotaped shakedown to squelch negative 
news. The Clintons are friends of Burkle, 
and the former president complained about 
Stern's contributions to Page Six, the Post's 
gossip section. 

The Daily News reported the fracas 
involving its hated rival, gleefully chroni- 


cling the scandal that swirled around Stern 
and Page Six. 

Stern eventually lost his freelance job 
with the Post and his fledging clothing 
business failed. The FBI investigated 
Stern, but he was never charged with a 
crime. 

In his March 2007 lawsuit, Stern 
accused Burkle and the Clintons of trying 
to defame and discredit him. And he 
claimed the Daily News — along with a 
publicist and a former Secret Service 
investigator — conspired with them to ruin 
Stern's reputation. 

The judge said the complaint failed to 
"identify any of the supposedly false and 
defamatory statements that any of the 
defendants ever made or conveyed. 
Additionally, and equally important, is that 
the complaint does not deny that any acts 
or quotes attributed to plaintiff were 
untrue." 





Landlord found not guilty of 
harboring immigrants 


A jury rejected the federal government's 
unprecedented prosecution Friday of a 
Lexington landlord who rented to illegal 
immigrants, finding him not guilty of 62 
criminal counts. William Jerry Hadden, 
69, wept after a judge read the verdict in 
U.S. District Court in Lexington. Hadden 
had rented to 60 undocumented immi- 


grants at Cross Keys and Woodridge 
apartments, actions that prosecutors 
argued violated federal harboring laws. 
The case is thought to be the first time 
that the government has prosecuted a 
landlord merely for renting to illegal 
immigrants. 





McCain, Obama vow immigration overhaul 


Republican candidate John McCain 
promised Saturday that he would make 
immigration overhaul that includes a 
pathway to citizenship for illegal resi- 
dents "my top priority" if elected presi- 
dent. 

He made the promise to a group of 
Latino elected officials as he and Barack 
Obama courted Hispanic voters, who are 
a key constituency in several Western 


Swing states and in the perennial electoral 
battleground of Florida. 

In a separate appearance before the 
same group later in the day, Obama 
charged that the Arizona senator had 
backed away from his longtime support 
of comprehensive immigration reform 
during Republican primaries under pres- 
sure from conservatives in his party.

Gas Reaches New Record as 
Fourth of July Holiday Nears 


mid tensions in the Middle East and 

growing concerns about the stability 
of the dollar, the price of retail gasoline 
and the value of crude oil futures climbed 
to record levels Monday, June 30. 

In figures compiled daily by AAA, 
the national per gallon price of gasoline 
stood at $4.086, up 0.7 cents from the day 
before and topping the June 16 all-time- 
high of $4.08. In the last month prices at 
the pump have seen a 2.9% hike and are a 
staggering 38% above the levels one year 
ago. 

Generally the lag between a spike 
and crude prices and the price of gasoline 
at the pump is 3 to 5 days. The AAA sur- 
vey found that Americans in 33 states and 
the District of Colombia are paying $4 or 


greater on average. Alaska has now sur- 
passed California as the state with the 
most expensive fuel at $4.623. 
Californians are paying $4.583. Missouri 
has the least expensive gasoline at 
$3 .862. Diesel is now averaging $4.762. 

In electronic trading overseas, light, 
sweet crude for August delivery stood at 
$141.95 up $1.74 at approximately 10 
a.m. Eastern Time on Monday. Although 
still staggeringly high, the prices retreated 
from the earlier record of $143.67, a price 
50% higher than at the end of 2007. 

Travel for the Fourth of July holiday 
is expected to be down by 1.3% with only 
40.45 million drivers taking to the road as 
opposed to the 41 million who traveled 
last year. 








Car Care tips 


oe to recent 
studies, 5 percent of 
all motor vehicle fatalities 
are clearly caused by auto- 
mobile maintenance neg- 
lect. 

The following simple 
and inexpensive preven- 
tive checks will greatly 
extend the life of the vehi- 
cle, ensure safer operation 
and even benefit the envi- 
ronment. 

e Always consult your 
owner’s manual, but a 
good rule of thumb is to 
have the oil filter changed 
regularly, every 3,000 to 
4,000 miles. 

e Have all fluids 
checked, including brake, 
power steering, transmis- 
sion/transaxle, windshield 
washer solvent and 
antifreeze. These fluids 
play a large role in the 
safety and performance of 
the vehicle. 

e Check tire inflation. 
Under-inflated tires can 
result in a loss of fuel effi- 
ciency. This is the least 
expensive form of preven- 
tive and safety mainte- 
nance. 


e Tires should be 
checked once a month. 

e Keep your engine 
tuned. A fouled spark plug 
or plugged/restricted fuel 
injector can reduce fuel 
efficiency as much as 30 
percent. 

e Have the chassis 
lubricated frequently. This 
step extends the life of the 
moving components of the 
vehicle's suspension sys- 
tem. 

e Check battery cables 
and posts for corrosion and 
clean them as needed. The 
battery fluid should also be 
checked and filled if it is 
low, except in the case of 
maintenance-free batteries. 

e Have the lghting 
system checked frequently, 
including headlights, turn 
signals, and brake and tail 
lights. 

e Check windshield 
washer blades for cracks, 
tears and windshield con- 
tact. Replace them approx- 
imately once a year or 
sooner if streaking begins. 

e Inspect engine belts 
regularly. Worn belts will 
affect the engine perform-

Lead Very Harmful 
to Young Children 


At the age of 6, children are more vulner- 
able to the harmful effects of lead expo- 
sure than at early childhood. 

It has been long assumed that toddlers 
are vulnerable to lead exposure and we 
typically worry about protecting this 
group; however, recent findings show that 
we should be even more concerned with 
school-aged children. 

Blood lead concentrations (BPb) at 
age 6, compared to those at younger ages, 
are more strongly associated with IQ and 
the reduction of certain matter in the brain, 
responsible for planning, complex think- 
ing, and moderating behavior. 

Furthermore, children at age 6 who 
were exposed to lead experienced signifi- 
cantly devastating effects on learning, 
than those who had more exposure at age 
2! 





Approximately 310,000 U.S. children 
age 1-5 years have blood lead levels 
greater than 10 micrograms per deciliter. 
But blood lead levels considerably lower 
than 10 micrograms per deciliter are also 
associated with adverse effects. Today the 
most common sources of lead exposure 
are lead-based paints in older homes, con- 
taminated soil, household dust, drinking 
water, lead crystal, and lead-glazed pot- 
tery. 

Extreme lead exposure can cause a 
variety of neurological disorders such as 
lack of muscular coordination, convul- 
sions, and coma. Lower lead levels have 
been associated with measurable deficits 
in children’s mental development and 
behavioral problems. 

These include hyperactivity, or 
ADHD, lowered performance on intelli- 
gence tests, deficits in motor function, 
eye-hand coordination, and reaction time. 
In adults, chronic lead exposure can result 
in increased blood pressure, decreased fer- 
tility, cataracts, nerve disorders, mus- 
cle/joint pain, and problems with memory 
or concentration. 

A simple and inexpensive blood test 
can determine whether or not a child has a 
dangerous level of lead in his or her body. 
The test can be obtained through a physi- 
cian, or public health agency. 

Early identification and treatment of 
lead poisoning reduces the risk that chil- 
dren will suffer permanent damage. 
Treatment begins with removal of the 
child from the sources of the lead. 
Medications can safely remove lead from 
the body.

Ways to Have a Healthy 
Relationship with Your Adult 
Children Living at Home

1. Avoid encouraging rebellion by taking 
up parenting right where you left off. It 
may be hard to remember sometimes, but 
adult children living at home are still adults. 
A sure way to set yourself up for conflict is 
to over-parent your adult children. 

Adult children living at home who are 
over-parented and over-supervised will rebel 
as quickly as teenagers, so you need to 
develop some strategies to establish a new 
adult-to-adult relationship — quick! 


2. Stop stealing your child’s independence 
by giving them a “‘free ride.” It can be very 
tempting to try to help your adult children 
living at home by covering all of their living 
expenses — especially if they’ve returned 
home after a personal crisis like losing a job 
or the end of a relationship. 

But why should they ever learn to take 
care of themselves when you’re all too eager 
to do it for them? Even a short-term stay 
should require your adult children living at 
home to contribute to household expenses 
and chores. The best way to set these expec- 
tations clearly is by working out a household 
budget, so everyone is on the same page in 
terms of the extra costs your adult child is 
causing at home. 


3. Never compromise your own financial 
situation to support your adult children 
living at home. With adult children living at 
home, you'll be using more heat, hot water, 
and electricity. You’ll need to buy more gro- 
ceries. In fact, all your household expenses 
will increase. 

But no matter what you do, do not put 
your own financial future on the line to sup- 
port your adult children living at home. You 
do neither yourself nor your children any 
good by creating extra debt or obligations 
for yourself. 


4. Help your adult children know when 
the time is right to leave. The best way to 





ensure your adult children living at home 
leave within a reasonable timeframe is to 
establish a clear timeline for their stay and 
milestones to help them reach independence. 

Most adult children living at home 
don’t plan to stay forever. But if they don’t 
have any clear idea of when they need to 
leave — or how they’ll work towards being 
able to do so, they may end up stuck. 


5. Remember that anger and resentment 
are relationship killers. When two genera- 
tions of adults live in one household, it’s 
extremely easy for anger and resentment to 
build up on both sides. And once those bitter 
emotions have crept into a relationship, they 
are extremely difficult to overcome. 

That’s why it’s critical that you and 
your adult children living at home work 
together to develop communication tech- 
niques and strategies that will deal with neg- 
ative feelings before they take over — and 
potentially damage your relationship with 
your adult children forever. 


6. Never (ever) undermine your adult 
child’s ability to be a good parent. When 
your adult child moves back home with an 
entire family in tow, your life changes dras- 
tically — and your lifestyle can take a sharp 
downward turn. 

In addition to the other challenges asso- 
ciated with adult children living at home, 
you may have to deal with the expectation 
that you'll be a full-time babysitter — for 
free. That may be okay if you’re retired and 
your adult children living at home are work- 
ing full time. But what if they take advan- 
tage of the free sitting services to start stay- 
ing out late, partying, or generally shirking 
their parental responsibilities? 

The most important thing for your 
grandchildren is that your own children con- 
tinue to be good parents. You can help your 
adult children living at home to be good par- 
ents without damaging their credibility or 
undermining their authority, but you have to 
walk a fine line to make it work.

Tips to Prevent Colds and Flu

Because you can only treat the conditions 
caused by colds or flu, prevention should 
be your goal. Many such tips come down 
to using common sense about your health. 


Wash your hands frequently, 
preferably with a disinfectant, 
anti-bacterial soap 


If no soap is available, use plain hot water. 
Wash more frequently if you’re around 
sick people. Most cold and flu viruses are 
spread by direct contact and then touching 
your nose, eyes, or mouth before washing 
your hands. 


Don’t cover your sneezes and 
coughs with your hands 


Although you may think you are just being 
polite, covering your hands with clinging 
viruses won’t do anyone any good. When 
you feel a sneeze or cough coming on, turn 
your head away from people or look down 
while you expel your germs into the air. If 
you find yourself instinctively covering up 
anyway, use a paper tissue, dispose of it 
immediately, and wash your hands. 


Drink plenty of fluids 
A typical healthy adult needs eight 8- 


ounce glasses of water or healthy liquids a 
day. You may need to drink more than this 











if you have a fever. To be sure that you are 
getting enough fluids, check your urine. It 
should look close to clear instead of a deep 


yellow. 
Get fresh air 


Regular doses help to purge any airborne 
cold or flu viruses. Getting fresh air 1s 
especially important during cold weather 
when central heating dries you out and 
makes you more vulnerable to viruses. 
Open your windows and doors for a few 
minutes daily to circulate fresh air and 
help push out those freeloading airborne 
viruses. 


Get a flu shot if you are in a high-risk 
group: 65 or older; prone to chronic 
diseases

Starting your own business takes cash.

Outside investments - Venture capi- 
tal firms, companies whose business 
model is to profit from investing in start- 
up businesses with great ideas, are a great 
resource. The National Venture Capital 
Association www.nvca.org lists informa- 
tion on venture capital firms across the 
country and provides contact information 
for your state’s chapter. Venture capital- 
ists invest millions of dollars often to 
technology related firms. 

Family and Friends - One of the 
most common resources for small busi- 
ness start-ups are the people closest to 
you. While asking your family and friends 
for a loan or investment in your startup 
may be uncomfortable, it may be a very 
wise investment on their part and an eco- 
nomical option for you with lower interest 
rates. Keep your friends and family loan 
as professional as possible. 


Create a business plan, demonstrate 
how you intend to market, profit, and pro- 
vide a reasonable estimate of revenue. 
Resources are available online to help in 
this process. For example, a third party 
lending institution such as Circle lending 
(www.circlelending.com) can _ prepare 
loan documents for family and friends. 

Grants and Government resources 
- Despite the hype you may have seen or 
heard, there are no government grants for 
small businesses. However, if your busi- 
ness is a non-profit that helps small busi- 
nesses then you have _ options. 
Additionally, if your business is a non- 
profit then you can apply for a grant from 
corporate giving programs, state and fed- 
eral government and foundations. You 
must be a 501 (c) 3 status with the IRS 
(Internal Revenue Service). For more 
information on these non-profit opportu- 
nities visit the Small Business Association 
website at www.sba.gov. 

Online Resources - Check out 
potential small business loans online. For 
example, www.prosper.com matches peo- 
ple who need to borrow up to $25,000 
with people who are willing to lend the 
money for interest rates up to 29 percent. 
Eloan (www.eloan.com) is another aggre- 
gate source of small business loans. 

Social Networking websites - Often 
times, the best resources are found with 
networking. Social networking has 
opened up the world to people interested 
in the same topics, passions, and business 
models. For example, MySpace.com has a 
small business group. LinkedIn.com helps 
connect like minded professionals and 
Fastpitch.com helps connect people who 
may be interested in working with you to 
help you build your business.
